A REGENERATION project has 
begun in the centre of Woolwich 
which will provide 960 new homes, 
a Tesco store, and hundreds of new 
jobs. 

It will be called Woolwich Central, and is 
being built on land in Love Lane next to 
the new Woolwich Centre in Wellington 
Street. 

The multi-million pound scheme was 
officially launched with a ‘ground 
breaking’ ceremony on Friday (July 29), 
attended by Woolwich and Greenwich MP 
Nick Raynsford and Greenwich Council 
leader, Chris Roberts. 

The MP said: “I am pleased to help 
celebrate the start of work on this 
important regeneration project for both 
Woolwich town centre and Greenwich as 
a whole, as we prepare for Royal Borough 
status. Woolwich Central will play a key 
role in providing new jobs and homes for 
local people and help create an attractive 
and welcoming town centre environment 
at this strategic location within the 
borough.” 

Cllr Roberts added: “This is a hugely 
exciting and ambitious project which will 
help transform the heart of Woolwich. 

“The scheme is a significant part of our 
vision for a rejuvenated town centre and 
will bring numerous jobs to local people. 
We are pleased that this landmark will sit 
alongside and complement the Woolwich 
Centre, our new council building, which

Schools sign up to help create a cycling culture

A DOZEN schools have 
signed up to work with 
the borough’s new full- 
time Bike It Officer to help 
create a cycling culture 
across Greenwich. 

Georgie Burr is the new 
officer who is funded for a year 
by Transport for London as 
part of a scheme involving the 
five Olympic host boroughs. 

“As well as the 12 schools 
involved - nine primaries 
and three secondaries - I’ll be 
looking for volunteers and 
getting in touch with cycle 
clubs, bike shops and other 
groups who might want to get 
involved. 

“One of our main aims will 
be to reduce car journeys to 
schools which is obviously 
more healthy for pupils and 
students and good for the 
environment.” 

Georgie is employed by the 
sustainable transport charity 
Sustrans and will also be 
working on a range of cycle 
training tailored to each of the 
schools involved. 

She said: “A big part of my 
job will be to embed a cycling 
culture in the schools to 
continue after I have moved 
on. I want cycling to be seen as 
part of the curriculum where 
young people learn valuable 
skills, such as planning 
their journeys to and from 
school and the health and 
environmental benefits of 
cycling.

The 1.4 million sq ft of modern new 
development is part of the wider 
regeneration of Woolwich and will provide 
an exciting new centrepiece for the town 
centre. It is being built on the former site 
of the Peggy Middleton House. 

The scheme is being delivered by 
mixed-used developer Spenhill, Tesco’s 
regeneration subsidiary. The 960 new 
homes will have either one, two or three 
bedrooms. 

The new flagship Tesco store will create 
400 retail jobs and apprenticeships, with 
the new smaller shops planned for the 
site also requiring staff. 

Tony Fletcher, Tesco’s regional 
corporate affairs manager, said: “Our 
multi-million pound investment will 
deliver a range of benefits to the area 
including much-needed new homes, jobs 
for local people and a major contribution 
to local shopping. 

“We are pleased to be making this 
important contribution to the renaissance 
of Woolwich town centre at this exciting 
time when the area is benefiting from a 
range of improvements in the run-up to 
hosting the Olympic shooting events. We 
are confident that Woolwich Central will 
provide a major focal point for everyone 
who works, visits or lives in Woolwich.” 

Woolwich Central will give a huge boost 
to this part of the borough, which has 
access to rail, the DLR and the ferry, as 
well as Crossrail, which is due to open 
in 2018. These transport links mean 
Woolwich is less than 30 minutes away 
from the West End, the City and Canary 
Wharf.

High praise for Kidbrooke 
Village development 


THE redevelopment of Kidbrooke’ s 
old Ferrier Estate to provide new 
homes for up to 12,000 people has 
received a ringing endorsement 
from a top civil servant. 

Sir Bob Ker slake, Permanent Secretary 
at the Department for Communities 
and Local Government, visited the site 
last Tuesday to view progress on the £1 
billion project, and to officially open its 
permanent exhibition space, called the 
Regeneration Centre, in Tudway Road. 

Describing the development, called 
Kidbrooke Village, as “immensely 
important” for Greenwich, he said: 
“I was here for the ‘ground-breaking’ 
ceremony in 2009, and it’s really fantastic 
to come back again and see the quality 
of the building work. New housing is 
desperately needed, and the plan is to 
double the number of homes that were on 
the old estate from 1,906 to 4,000.” 

He said that a new community is being 
created in a scheme that would lift the 
whole area. The regeneration project 
on the 109-hectare site is being led by 
Greenwich Council in partnership with 
Berkeley Homes (Urban Renaissance), 
the Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA) and the Southern Housing Group. 
It is seen as an important contribution to 
tackling the shortage of family homes in 
the area. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, the Leader of 
Greenwich Council, congratulated 
Berkeley Homes and Southern Housing 
on the progress made so far. He told 
guests: “We wanted to demolish an old 
estate and build a new community - a 
mixed and balanced community. We

planned our vision working with local 
people, and it includes a new healthcare 
centre, a hotel, shops, a supermarket, 
and restaurants. A new secondary school 
is being built on the site of Thomas 
Tallis. People who have already moved 
in are thrilled with the new homes. We 
are delighted with the progress so far on 
replacing what was a failed estate.” 

He said people missed out when they 
said they were from the Ferrier Estate. “It 
inhibits their employment opportunities, 
and we are trying to change that,” he 
said. 

The development, one of the biggest 
housing-based schemes in Europe, will 
take up to 20 years to complete includes 
plans to rebuild Kidbrooke Station into 
a transport interchange providing train 
and bus links into central London and 
the surrounding area.

Park Friends lead waterway restoration 


A MUCH-LOVED park 
pond is set for a facelift 
thanks to the efforts of a 
park friends group. 

The Friends of Eaglesfield 
Park have secured £50,000 
from the Community Spaces 
Programme, which is part 
of the Big Lottery Fund’s 
Changing Spaces initiative. 
It’s also secured an additional 
£15,000 from Greenwich 
Council to restore the old 
Lilly pond, and the council 
is funding £53,000 of further 
improvements to the park in 
Shooters Hill. 

The friends made it a priority 
to restore the pond when they 
formed in 2005 and they were 
encouraged by views of more 
than 200 residents and park 
users in a local consultation 
in 2009. 

Now work is set to start on 
a makeover of the pond next 
month after they won Big 
Lottery funding back in June. 

Plans include clearing large 
willow trees around the sides 
of the pond to increase light 
and reduce leaf fall into the 
water. The felled trees will be 
chipped on site and used on 
park flowerbeds and for log 
piles for insects to live in. 

Once silt has been removed, 
the pond will be lined with 
a Geosynthetic Clay Liner’ 
to keep it watertight while 
pipes that connect the pond 
to the water main will be 
replaced. The pond which is 
approximately 25m x 24m and 
will be designed to a depth of 
lm when completed. 

The makeover will also 
include a new pond dipping 
platform, a wildlife garden

and an outdoor study area for 
schools and youth groups. 

The chair of the Friends 
of Eaglesfield Park, Bridget 
Imeson said: “Work to restore 
the pond will be completed 
by the autumn when it will 
once again become a valuable 
asset for the local community, 
providing a focal point to the 
park where visitors to enjoy 
the water feature and the 
wildlife it will attract.” 

Additional works at the park 
will include new paths and 
signs funded by Greenwich 
Council. The council will also 
be consulting residents on 
design proposals for a trim 
trail in Eaglesfield Park. 

The Friends group is working 
closely with the council to 
establish a management plan 
for the pond and wildlife area 
and to recruit volunteers 
and park users who can help 
with planting, guided walks 
and talks, pond dipping and 
raising awareness.

Pupils showcase designs for Olympic cross country route 


SCHOOLCHILDREN in Greenwich have 
been given a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
to design part of the Olympic Cross 
Country equestrian course in Greenwich 
Park for the 2012 London Games. 

Their ideas will be going on show at 
Woolwich Town Hall, and the public will 
be able to vote for the ones they like best. 

The children were asked for their ideas 
for one of the 27 jump zones that will 
be located alongside the route of the 40 
Olympic jumps in the park. Each zone is 
being themed with national landmarks, 
and the Greenwich pupils have been 
asked for their suggestions for the 
Greenwich themed jump area. The jumps 
are designed by leading Cross Country 
Course Designer Sue Benson, and the 
jump zones are there to ‘dress’ the course. 

The invitation came from LOCOG, the 
London Organising Committee for the 


Olympic Games, whose members were 
impressed by the children’s excitement 
and enthusiasm at the equestrian test 
events in July. Pupils attended a workshop 
to learn more about the equestrian 
events and to talk about possible ideas. 

All their designs have now been 
submitted and will be displayed in the 
Town Hall from August 2-31. Their 
favourites will then be put before a judging 
panel in October which will include 
Lord Coe, Chairman of London 2012, and 
Greenwich Council leader Chris Roberts. 

The children who designed the 
winning ideas will then work alongside 
architect students at Ravensbourne on 
the Greenwich Peninsula to translate 
their ideas into workable models. 

Cllr Roberts told GT: “We’ve worked 
hard to get our schoolchildren engaged 
with the Games and it was fantastic to 


see how inspired they were by the test 
events. Using that inspiration to design 
part of an Olympic cross country course 
is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity. 
Millions will be watching the events next 
year and will see the Greenwich station 
designed by our own school children.” 

Seb Coe, LOCOG Chair, said: “I’m 
delighted that Greenwich schools have 
embraced this opportunity. With 100% of 
their maintained schools members of our 
Get Set network and set to get Ticketshare 
tickets next summer, it’s wonderful 
that they are making the most of all the 
opportunities that the Games present. 
Greenwich Park will be a spectacular 
venue for equestrian events next year as 
the test event demonstrated. I can’t wait 
to see the jumps in situ next summer”.

Garden that grows 
community spirit 


Families value green space bringing them together

RESIDENTS on an estate 
that runs itself with help 
from Greenwich Council 
is coming closer together 
through its new commu- 
nity garden. 

The 87-flat Walpole Estate 
in Brookhill Road, Woolwich, 
joined the council’s Greener 
Greenwich campaign simply 


because it had land available 
to be put to better use. 

“We also saw it as a way to 
bring families on the estate 
together, especially those 
with children,” said Ramesh 
Beharry-Bhudial - known by 
all as “Harry” - who chairs the 
estate’s management board 
that is entirely made up of vol- 
unteers. 

“It is also open to the commu- 
nity. We work with the Green- 


wich Co-operative Develop- 
ment Agency, who provide the 
expertise, and we got Big Lot- 
tery funding of £8,7000 for the 
project. 

“It will go on for a year up 
to March next year. It’s not 
only about gardening. We’ve 
called it the Walpole Garden 
Angels project as part of Capi- 
tal Growth because we want 
to get young people involved 
to gain more confidence and 
skills.” 

Another part of the idea is for 
the garden to include plants 
and herbs from different parts 
of the world to reflect the di- 
versity of the estate. 

“We very much want to en- 
courage a Walpole family envi- 
ronment,” said Harry, a retired 
man who has lived on the es- 
tate for 16 years. “We run this 
estate for Greenwich Coun- 
cil with their help - there are 
three local councillors on the 
board - and see it as an inter- 
national family. 

“In this way we are prepar- 
ing for others to take over. We 
have a right to manage agree- 
ment with the council so it’s 
important that others under- 
stand how it works.” 

Eight-year-old Ryan Mason- 
Brome, who goes to Mulgrave 
primary school in Woolwich, 


helps in the community gar- 
den. He said: “We plant and 
grow plants, strawberries, let- 
tuce, cabbage, peppers, herbs 
and others.. It’s good because 
you get it as a job when you 
grow up, even a farmer.” 

His mum, Judi Mason, is 
secretary of the management 
board.

“I haven’t got a garden and 
this a great opportunity to 
have one.”

“The board is doing a great 
job in bringing families on the 
estate together in different 
ways. The community garden 
is a good example and a good 
way to support our campaign 
for a greener Greenwich.”

University staff 
leads the way 
by walking to 
work and back 

STAFF at Greenwich University been 
swapping their cars for shoe leather 
and getting fit through a campaign 
called Walking Works. 

So far, about 100 people have signed 
up. The campaign is about getting 
more people to walk to and from 
work, and take time out to go 
walking during the working day. 

Staff have been taking part in 
walking challenges and logging the 
mileage, while the university has 
been organising lunchtime walks and 
handing out pedometers, as well as 
running a competition to see who has 
walked the longest over a week. 

The campaign is being organised 
by Living Streets, a charity that 
aims to make walking to work more 
attractive to people. In the capital 
it has received funding form the 
Greater London Authority, and 
£1,000 of this has gone to Greenwich 
University. 

“We are spending the money on 
promoting it, and prizes and other 
incentives to walk,” said John Bailey, 
the university’s sustainable projects 
officer. “It’s all about walking to 
work, or going by bus and walking 
part of the way, rather than going 
by car. It ticks all the boxes for 
health and wellbeing, and for the 
environment as well. Walking is 
probably the most environmentally- 
friendly way to travel. 

“The reaction from people here has 
been very positive. The fact we have 
had 100 people taking part shows 
it has been really good for staff 
engagement, because just about 
everyone can do it.”

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Royal appointment 

Greenwich’s Royal Borough status 
confirmed for 2012 


GREENWICH will be 
renamed the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich from January 3 
next year after a unanimous 
council decision last week. 

The council voted last 
Wednesday (July 27) to change 
the name, which reflects the 
announcement in January 
that the Queen intended to 
confer Royal Borough status 
on Greenwich as part of her 
Diamond Jubilee celebrations in 
2012. 

A motion to the meeting of the 


full council was jointly proposed 
by council leader Chris Roberts 
and Cllr Nigel Fletcher. 

It received all-party support and 
was agreed unanimously. The 
motion welcomed the honour, 
and formally agreed to the 
name change with effect from 
January. 

Cllr Roberts said: “Greenwich 
has always taken tremendous 
pride in the borough’s long 
history of royal connections 
with Greenwich, Woolwich 
and Eltham dating back almost 
600 years. These connections 


have been - and remain - a 
huge influence on Greenwich’s 
heritage and architecture, and 
continue strongly right up to 
the present day. It is a great 
honour for Greenwich to have 
this status conferred upon us.” 
The news means Greenwich will 
be joining an exclusive group - 
currently, the only other Royal 
Boroughs are Kensington and 
Chelsea, Kingston, and Windsor 
and Maidenhead. The status is 
awarded only to boroughs which 
have a long association with the 
Monarchy.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Help cut council costs by recycling 


HELP the council to reduce costs by 
recycling as much as you can. 

That’s the message at the heart of the 
borough’s GreenBlueBlack campaign. 
Thirty-five per cent of an average 
Greenwich bin contains garden and food 
waste that could be composted while 42 
per cent of the bin contains materials 
such as glass, paper and plastic which 
could be recycled. Green top bins should 
contain food waste (such as cooked and 
uncooked food including fruit, veg, rice 
pasta, bread, teabags and coffee grounds 
as well as plate scrapings). All plastic 
packaging must be removed from 
food products as it is not compostable. 
Garden waste such as grass cuttings, 
leaves, weeds and flowers can also go 
into the Green top bin. The Blue top 
bins can take mixed dry recycling such 
as cans, cardboard, paper, glass and 
plastic. Food waste and nappies should 
not be put in Blue top bin as they cause 
problems at the recycling facility. If it 


helps, residents can keep it simple by 
just recycling their newspapers, glass 
bottles and jars as every little helps! 
Nappies, sanitary wear, polystyrene, pet 
waste, vacuum bag contents and other 
household waste not suitable for the 
Green & Blue tops can go in the Black 
top bins. Residents are reminded that 
their Green, Blue and Black bins are 


emptied weekly. Textiles can be taken 
to a local recycling bank or collected 
free as part of the bulky collections 
service.

The GC also touches on parts 
of the River Thames, with the 
Thames Barrier one of the 
most modern additions to the 
route.

Who frontman Roger Daltrey proves he’s still got it at a 
performance of rock opera Tommy at the lndigo2 


# RARELY in rock ‘n’ roll is 
a band’s frontman the most 
grounded member of the 
group. 

Humility is not a trait 
that sits well with the egotism and 
showmanship usually required of a 
successful lead singer. 

But somehow The Who’s Roger Daltrey 
has managed not only to come through 
a pair of decades that were littered with 
the deaths of his contemporaries (Jim 
Morrison, Jimi Hendrix and Marc Bolan 
to name but three before the demise of 
his own drummer Keith Moon), but he 
has never forgotten where he’s from. 
While bandmate Pete Townshend was 
busy disappearing up his own behind 
before succumbing to alcohol and Moon 
was making an altogether more public 
disintegration, Daltrey busied himself 
with an acting career, solo albums and 
tireless charity work. 

It’s testament to his modesty that he 
should choose to play two relatively 
small shows at the Indigo2 (July 21 and 
24) rather than fill out a larger venue 
just the once. He’s not the first blue- 
collar rocker to relish the intimacy of a 
compact auditorium. Bruce Springsteen 
too preferred packed theatres to 
cavernous arenas. 

And like The Boss, Daltrey has remained 
at heart a working man. Between songs 
he explained how he found his voice. 
“When we were working in the factory 
and banging big bits of metal we used 
to sing all the time,” the singer said 
before introducing a medley of Johnny

Cash numbers. “Johnny Cash really 
spoke to me at the time and his were my 
favourite songs to sing.” 

The show was a return to the stage for 
The Who’s most famous creation: the 
deaf, dumb and blind kid, Tommy. 
Clearly still in love with the rock opera, 
Daltrey and his new band stomped 
through the musical tour de force in 
its entirety. He credited Townshend 
with creating something that had all 
the intricacies of a classical piece of 
music, “only we’re doing it with electric 
guitars.” 

His voice has aged little over the years, 
and his clean-living lifestyle has been 
kind to his diminutive frame. Now a 
pensioner, his demeanour was that of a 
man half his age. 

The old tricks were pulled from the hat, 
a huge cheer erupting when Daltrey 
began windmilling the microphone 
above his head during a reprise of See 
Me, Feel Me. 

Tommy is home to one of The Who’s 
most iconic songs, Pinball Wizard. The 
band’s songwriter, Pete Townshend 
had given Roger his blessing to take the 
music on the road without him. He is the 
only other original member of the band 
still alive. While the guitarist wasn’t 
on stage to flail his arms around like 
a crazed helicopter, his brother Simon 
was. Squint your eyes - or not, as the 
case may have been - and in profile at 
least, the generously-nosed sibling could 
have been the man himself. Vocally too 
he was the spit of his older brother. 

After the triumphant recreation of 
Tommy, the second half of the set was 
devoted to the hits. 

I Can See for Miles and then Behind Blue 


Eyes kicked off part two with a power 
which belied the songs’ 40-year age. 

Roger could be forgiven for splicing a 
couple of his solo numbers into the set, 
but they were times when the queue at 
the bar noticeably swelled. 

There were successful re-workings of 
some of the classics. Had My Generation 
not been played there might have been a 
riot, but being of a different generation 
to when the song was penned, Daltrey 
moved the angry punk-precursor into 
acoustic swing territory. Sure, it was 
a clever and amusing way to broach 
the subject of a song whose ire had 
originally been aimed at people of 
Roger’s current age, but it was perhaps 
overly self-effacing to have slowed it 
down so much. He may be well into his 
60s, but he showed with this mammoth 
set (nearly three hours), that he’s not 
over the hill just yet. 

Who Are You almost had some of the 
audience looking around for body- 
shaped chalk marks, so synonymous 
has it become as the theme to TV cop 
show CSI. But live, this was a number 
that succeeded in outdoing the recorded 
version. It was first released shortly 
before drummer Moon’s death, and the 
burnout of the man can be heard in the 
languid hi-hats of the sticksman’s kit. 
Here it was played and sung with a zest 
missing from the record. 

Baba O’Riley stormed out of the traps 
to close an impressive set, played to an 
audience some of whom were connecting 
for the first time with the sentiments 
of ‘teenage wasteland’, and others who 
were recalling the angst which this 
Great British frontman helped them 
through the first time around.

a Ut “MOST men lead quiet lives of 
Pr^\ desperation and go to the grave 
with the song still in them”. The 
American philosopher, Henry 
James Thoreau could easily have been 
talking about the three protagonists of 
Treacle Junior, the latest offering from 
British, writer-director, Jamie Thraves. 
Nominally, it tells the story of Tom (Tom 
Fisher] who inexplicably and recklessly 
abandons his comfortable, middle class 
existence for a homeless life on the streets 
of south-east London. 

Tom stumbles upon Aidan, (Aidan Gillen] 
a kind-hearted but over-exuberant misfit, 
whose outlook on life is as impossibly 
hopeful as Tom’s is dark. The uneasy 
alliance between two fundamentally 
incompatible souls is explored with both 
humour and sensitivity, their relationship 
made more complex by the introduction of 
Aidan’s promiscuous and violent girlfriend, 
Linda (Riann Steele], The three rub along 
while running parallel lives - she turning 
tricks, Aidan with small odd-jobs and Tom a 
spectator looking on, too lost within himself. 
On a more subliminal level however, Treacle 
is an amusing but moving commentary 
on aspiration, our protagonists each on 
different points of the spectrum. Tom is at 
one end - a Doctor, married with a child, 
a house, a home, and yet dissatisfied 
with his lot - while Linda is at the other, 
hopeless and alone, aimlessly drifting from 
her violent boyfriend to Aidan whom she 
despises, her moment of self-loathing 
following her meaningless sexual encounter 
with Tom, particularly poignant. Aidan sits 
in the middle, aspiring to something more, 
something better although economically 
shackled, a set of drums, which he will 
never afford, the symbol of his hope. But at 
least Tom is free to choose, the discovery 
of a credit card his passport to freedom, his 
way of escape. 

With its touching script, sharp dialogue and 
outstanding acting, Thraves was convinced 
of the movie’s success even re-mortgaging 
his home to raise the finance. Gillen, while 
unsympathetic, is outstanding, from his 
curious mannerisms to his spittle-covered 
beard, his energy almost physically tiring to 
behold. Fisher, while less loquacious, also 
convinces, distraught, upset and lost within 
himself and Steele’s interplay with both 
shows great promise for the future. 

If Treacle has its limitations - it fails to 
explore the feelings of Tom’s wife or even 
the reasons for his departure - it is good 
to have Thraves back (after his (ten year) 
absence from the screen] and to let the 
characters “sing their songs”. 7/10

When the socially aware footballers of 
Fridays FC re-convened for pre-season 
practice at Meridian Sports Ground in 
Charlton on Sunday, there was much 
more than tactics on their training 
agenda.

May came down from Glasgow for 
Sunday’s festivities, which included 
a Crossbar Challenge, a pool for first 
goalscorer and various and sundry other 
wallet-loosening enterprises. Use of the 
excellent facilities in Charlton 
Park Rd was provided free by 
genial groundsman John. Jamie
